There is no possible doubt what­ 
ever that hemorrhoids, or piles, 
t r « among the most common af­ 
flictions existing today. 


M an y correspondents w rite for 
information on this subject. They 
are 
particularly 
interested 
in 
whether they can be prevented, 
how to treat them when they are 
present, and whether or not they 
m ay lead to cancer. 


W ith regard to avoiding or pre­ 
venting hemorrhoids, it must be 
maid that there is no sure w ay of 
doing so. Probably they arise for 
aeveral reasons and also, probably 
some people are more susceptible 
to them than others. 


At any rate, there is no vaccine, 
local application or any other pre­ 
ventive measure which w ill guar­ 
antee that a person w ill not ac­ 
quire this trouble. 


It is thought that chronic con­ 
stipation, strain, 
such as heavy 
lifting, 
a 
persistent 
cough 
and 
childbirth are factors which favor 
the development of piles. It has 
been suggested too that sedentary 
occupations involving sitting for 
long 
hours 
m ay

v eins would be likely eventually to 
wea ken their w alls so that they 
rema ined perm anently 
enlarged. 
O ccasionally, clots form in them 
which 
are 
extrem ely 
painful. 
These a re usually absorbed after a 
relatively short time. 
It is true tha t sometimes the 
Veins become tem porarily great­ 
ly enla rg e a nd then 
m ay return 
to no rma l o r a lmo st so . This 
hap­ 
pens quite often during and after 
childbirth, for example. 
B u t if the piles are permanent 
a nd are causing bleeding, itching 
o r disco mfo rt «all o f which are 
co mmo n; the best treatm ent is 
timia lly 
surg ery . 
This 
inv o lv es 
cutting out o r ty ping the enlarged 
v eins, o r bo th. Injecting them with 
a n irritating fluid which causes 
them to close up is sometimes 
used but this is not alw ays advis­ 
a ble. 
When a perso n with hemorrhoids 
understa nds what 
is wrong, 
he 
w ill no t be so likely to expect 
aome simple treatment. There are 
a lo t o f 
these veins. Consequently, 
if the enla rg ed v eitis 
are cut out 
or injected, 
it is 
possible 
that 
ether w ill dilate and'cause trouble 
la ter. 
F o r this reason it is wise to try 
to identify a nd correct, if possi­ 
ble, a ny factors such a s constipa­ 
tion or co ug hing which ma y ha v e 


had something to do with their 
development" in the first place. 


One final word of caution is in­ 
dicated. Some of the symptoms of 
hemorrhoids, 
particularly 
bleed­ 
ing. can be present as a result of 
other conditions in the area, the 
most serious of which is cancer. 
Hence it is not safe to assume 
without 
examination 
that 
the 
symptoms so 
commonly 
associ­ 
ated with hemorrhoids are not the 
result of something else.

Edwards, chairm an of the Nation­ 
al Mediation Board, said the wage 
raises corresponded to agreements 
negotiated recently with other a ir­ 
lines. These called for pay boosts 
of about 30 cents an hour.

th an offset* any price drop in raw 
materials. 
Th e ev idence th at ex pectation of 


h igh er prices is widespread de­ 
spite th e easing of inflation fears 
among th e economists and th e fi­ 
nancial leaders comes today from 
tw’o sources; 
Th e Surv ey Research Center of 
th e Univ ersity of Mich igan say s 
th at in October twice as many 
consumers 
believ ed 
in

price rises as did in th e spring. 
Finance company ex ecutiv es are 
predicting furth er rises in instal­ 
ment credit now th at th e auto 
dealers are getting deliv eries of 
new cars. 


Case Ag ainst Inflatio n 


Th e case against furth er infla* 
tion just now, h owev er, is a strong 
one.
